After  a three  and  one-half  year 
struggle  with  financial  burdens,  the 
"Y”  News  faces  the  necessity  of 
again  becoming  a weekly  or  of  charg- 
ing the  students  a subscription  price. 
The  students  will  have  an  opportunity 
of  voting  upon  the  alternatives  today 
and  tomorrow.  The  ballot  is  printed 
at  the  end  of  this  article. 

The  News  was  a weekly  for  many 
years.  In  the  fall  of  1927,  it  was 
made  a semi-weekly.  The  necessary 
funds  were  raised  by  assessments 
made  upon  the  students  through  the 
theology  classes.  During  the  next 
two  years  no  assessments  were  charg- 
ed and  the  paper  consistently  lost 
money.  Last  year's  loss  alone  ex- 
ceeded one  thousand  dollars. 

Conditions  have  not  improved  this

The  Provo  athletes  gained  an  early 
substantial  lead,  but  it  was  destined 
eventually  to  crumble  before  the  per- 
sistent attack  of  the  utimate  winners. 
Coach  Simmons’  athletes  were  ahead 
at  the  first  quarter  by  a score  of 
12-3  and  were  still  leading  at  the  half 
time  by  a score  of  16-12.  This  ad- 
vantage was  maintained  until  the  end 
of  the  third  quarter  at  which  time 
they  held  a lead  of  22-18,  but  the 
"Y”  high  school  boys  were  scenting 
victory  and  they  were  not  to  be 
denied. 

The  local  high  school  basketeers 
were  brilliant  in  victory,  and,  although 
the  Provo  high  school  boys  played 
marvelous  ball,  they  were  not  able  to 
cope  with  the  fjre  and  determination 
produced  by  the  winners.  Brown 
was  the  high  scorer  of  the  evening 
with  a total  of  ten  points. 

The  win  places  the  Wildcats  in  a 
tie  for  second  place  in  the  Alpine 
Division.  Pleasant  Grove  high  school 
is  in  the  lead  at  present  by  virtue  of 
their  previous  26-25  victory  over  the 
Wildcats.

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Knerr  Asks  Insurance 
For  Unemployment 

Unemployment  is  the  greatest  pro- 
blem facing  the  American  people  to- 
day, in  the  opinion  of  W.  A.  Knerr 
of  the  State  Industrial  commission, 
who  addressed  the  state  conference  of 
social  work  here  Friday.  Mr.  Knerr 
is  not  in  favor  of  either  a dole  sys- 
tem nor  an  unemployment  reserve. 

His  plan  is  as  follows:  Insurance 

supported  by  employers,  employees, 
and  the  state.  By  this  method  he 
hopes  that  the  unemployed  man  may 
secure  financial  aid  a week  or  two 
after  losing  his  job,  not  six  months 
after. 

The  speaker  did  not  think  that  the 
unemployment  situation  would  im- 
prove permanently  if  left  to  itself.  We 
must,  he  believes,  create  a new  en- 
vironment and  then  adjust  ourselves 
to  it.

Dr.  P.  A.  Christensen 
Explains  Viewpoints 
Of  Literary  Critics 

“Criticism  of  Our  Times”  was  the 
subject  of  a paper  read  by  Dr.  Parley 
A.  Christensen,  B.  Y.  U.,  before  a 
large  group  in  the  Little  theatre  Fri- 
day. This  paper  was  last  of  an  en- 
lightening series  ^on  modern  literature. 
Previous  papers  had  been  given  by 
Professors  J.  M.  Jensen,  Alice  Rey- 
nolds, Ed.  M.  Rowe,  and  Karl  Young. 

The  speaker  described  the  points  of 
view  of  the  chief  schools  of  criticism. 
The  lowest  one  is  the  purely  commer- 
cial: “We  sell  books  in  America  as 

we  sell  toothpaste  and  chewing  gum— 
by  ruthless  advertising.” 

Allied  to  this  school  is  the  one 
designated  as  journalistic  criticism. 
The  exponents  of  this  form  aim  sim- 
ply to  keep  the  public  informed  of 
literary  news.  Their  method  is  to 
classify  books  according  to  types'  and 
then  attempt  to  evaluate  the  author's 
success  in  attaining  the  standards  of 
the  type. 

The  impressionistic  critics  attempt 
only  to  report  their  own  feelings,  to 
describe  how  any  given  writing  af-

Zina  Prescinda  Young  Card,  one  of 
Utah'?  earliest  educators,  and  a mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Brigham  Young  university,  for  a 
great  many  years,  died  Saturday  in 
Salt  Lake  City  following  an  illness  of 
several  weeks  duration. 

She  will  be  remembered  by  the 
students  by  the  talk  which  she  gave 
on  Founders’  Day.  She  was  born 
April  3,  1850  in  Salt  Lake  City,  the 
daughter  of  Zina  and  Brigham  Young. 
She  spent  the  early  years  of  her  life 
in  the  Lion  house,  home  of  Brigham 
Young,  preparing  herself  under  his 
guidance  for  the  church  and  educa- 
tional work  to  which  she  dedicated 
the  principal  portion  of  her  life.  She 
was  associated  with  the  Brigham 
Young  college  and  the  Latter-day 
Saints  college.  She  was  also  on  the 
general  board  of  the-  Primary  associa- 
tion during  the  later  years  of  her  life, 
and  until  two  years  previous  to  her 
death,  was  actively  engaged  in  Tern- 
pel  work.

In  his  opinion,  our  real  problem 
now  is  to  develop  the  program  laid 


out  . We  have  a good  extensive  gro- 
gram  which  is  as  much  as  our  finan- 
cial means  will  stand,  what  we  need 
to  do  is  to  carry  it  out.  The  basis 
for  all  welfare  work  should  be  with 
the  child.  Children  are  the  bulwark 
of  -the  future.  Each  child  has  the 
right  to  be  born  right,  to  have  proper 
nutrition,  and  the  right  kind  of  men- 
tal and  moral  training.  The  gover- 
nor discussed  public  health  work,  and 
emphasized  its  importance,  also  the 
juvenile  court,  the  State  Industrial 
School,  the  Utah  State  Hospital,  the 
new  School  for  Feeble  Minded,  thp 
state  prison,  and  the  Board  of  Par- 
dons.

There  are  ad-i 
vantages  in  each.  Undoubtedly  it  is  more  pleasant  to  receive  two 
papers  each  week  than  just  one.  Some  of  the  newsUs  fresher  in  a 
semi-weekly. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  appears  to  be  no  valid  reason  why  this 
university  must,  in  this  respect,  outdo  most  of  the  colleges  of  similar 
size  in  the  United  States.  While  James  A.  Cullimore,  president  of 
the  associated  students,  was  at  Atlanta,  Georgia,  attending  the  re- 
cent convention  of  student  presidents,  he  took  a vote  on  this  matter. 
He  found  that  a majority  of  institutions  of  this  size  have  weeklies. 
The  U.  S.  A.  C.  paper,  “Student  Life,”  and  others  in  this  conference 
are  weeklies. 

If  most  of  the  students  feel  that  they  can  afford  to  support  a 
semi-weekly  by  paying  subscriptions,  well  and  good.  Personally, 
the  editor  and  the  business  manager  would  be  saved  a certain  em- 
barrassment. The  latter  feels  that  the  necessity  for  returning^  to  a 
weekly  may  seem  like  a reflection  on  his  energy  and  ability.  He  is, 
however,  scarcely  to  be  reproached,  since  the  semi-weekly  has  al- 
ways been  a losing  venture.  But  in  justice  to  the  pocket  books  of 
the  university  and  the  students,  we  believe  that  a weekly  is  the 
most  satisfactory  way  out.

Faced 
with  the  certainty  of  another  large 
deficit  in  the  News  account  book,  the 
student  council  decided  as  early  as 
last  November  that  a return  to  a 
weekly  publication  seemed  advisable. 

President  Harris  left  for  Mexico, 
however,  before  action  could  be  taken. 
Since  he  returned,  there  have  been 
conferences  to  discuss  the  matter.  Be- 
cause all  were  reluctant  to  make  the 
change,  many  suggestions  as  to  ways 
of  supporting  the  semi-weekly  have 
been  scrutinized.  Some  of  these  were 
benefit  dances,  plays  and  athletic  ex- 
hibitions, and  appeals  for  contribu- 
tions. All  of  these  methods,  however, 
seemed  unreliable.  Meanwhile  the 
paper  continued  to  go  behind. 

President  Harris  and  the  council  at 
length  decided  that,  unless  something 
better  could  be  devised,  a weekly 
seemed  the  solution.  As  an  alter- 
native, the  semi-weekly  may  be  re- 
tained but  a subscription  price  must 
be  charged.  .Students  are  asked  to 
clip  out  the  ballot  printed  below, 
check  their  choice  and  drop  the  vote 
in  one  of  the  boxes  which  will  be 
placed  in  the  main  hall  of  the  Educa-

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fects  them.  Anatole  France  express- 
ed their  views  in  these  words:  “The 

good  critic  is  one -who  tells  the  ad- 
ventures of  his  soul  among  master- 
pieces.” 

The  last  school  of  criticism  dis- 
cussed was  the  New  Humanism.  Fol- 
lowers of  this  type  aim  first  at  re- 
moving all  bars  to  appreciation  of  a 
writer’s  work.  They  try  to  learn  his 
historical  background,  to  relive  his 
experiences  and  feel  as  he  felt.  Then 
they  try  to  judge  his  book  according 
to  its  beauty  and  accuracy. 

Their  standard  of  general  excellence 
is  bound  up  in  the  following  sentence: 
“That  literature  is  best  which  presents 
man  intellectually,  emotionally,  and 
morally  at  the  moments  when  he  Is 
most  truly  himself.”  The  New  Human- 
ists want  to  see  man  depicted,  not 
as  a god  nor  as  a beast,  but  as  some- 
thing unique,  with  his  own  peculiar 
characteristics.  Dr.  Christensen'  feels 
that  this  is  right.

The  program  began  at  10:30  A.  M. 
when  Miss  Wilma  Jeppson,  chairman 
of  the  dancing  section  of  the  academy 
and  M.  Christensen  of  Salt  Lake 
directed  an  exhibition  called  “Creative 
Dancing”  in  the  Ladies’  gym.  Next 
Karl  E.  Young,  professor  of  English 
at  B.  Y.  U.,  read  a paper,  “Creative 
Stimuli,”  in  the  Little  theatre.  This 
meeting  gave  the  literary  phase  of  the 
academy’s  work  and  was  led  by 
Chairman  Frank  R.  Arnold. 

At  3:30,  in  Room  420E,  Professor 
B.  F.  Larsen  lectured  on  “Creative 
Art,”  taking  the  place  of  Mr.  Lc- 
Conte  Stewart  of  Ogden,  who  is 
chairman  of  the  art  sectioin,  but  who 
could  not  come.  The  following  per- 
iod the  academy  again  went  to  the 
Little  theatre  to  witness  the  efforts 
of  the  Drama  section.  There  an  ori- 
ginal one-act  play,  “The  Balance,”  by 
Blanche  Kendall  McKee  and  directed 
by  Alonzo  Morley,  entertained  the 
audience.  The  cast  consisted  of  Allan 
Fjeld,  Mary  Ashby,  Vera  Jackson, 
and  Bertha  Agren.

Dr.  Hansen  Explains 
Basis  Of  Evolution 


Soccer  is  being  introduced  into  the 
athletic  curriculum  at  both  Colorado 
university  and  Colorado  Agricultural 
college.  Regulation  games  have 
been  played  by  teams  representing 
the  two  schools,  and  now  the  women

The  basis  of  evolution  was  shown 
by  Dr.  George  H.  Hansen,  in  his 
lecture  last  Thursday,  when  he  spoke 
to  the  Leadership  visitors  on  “Man’s 
Knowledge  of  Prehistoric  Life.” 

According  to  Dr.  Hansen  evolution 
does  not  mean,  “Man  from  monkey, 
but  a gradual  change  from  lower 
types  of  man  to  the  present.  The 
only  reason  this  has  not  become 
more  widely  accepted  fact  is  some 
connecting  links  have  not  as  yet  been 
discovered. 

The  theory  he  advanced  was  that 
the  world  is  hundreds  of  millions  of 
years  old  and  that  the  simplest  forms 
of  life  originated  first,  with  a steady 
change  to  the  more  complex  forms. 
Each  of  the  different  steps  came  to 
a peak  and  during  its  decline  a higher 
form  took  its  place.

V.  Hoyt  of  the  College  of  Commerce 
discussed  “Utah’s  Exportable  Surplus 
and  Where  it  Goes.” 

The  Physical  Science  department

Reed,  Presi- 
dent Utah  State  Parent-Teachers 
Association,  and  by  Professor  A.  C.

Of  much  interest  was  the  “Troop 
Committee  Conference”  held  on  Fri- 
day in  charge  of  Oscar  A.  Kirkham, 
Deputy  Regional  Executive.

The  play  of  Romney  was  sensation- 
al in  both  games,  the  blond  star  scor- 
ing a total  of  29  points  in  the  two 
games  to  materially  aid  in  the  Cou- 
gars offensive,  and  also  increase  his 
lead  in  the  western  division  scoring. 
Warren  Allsop  was  assigned  by 
Coach  Dick  Romney  of  the  Aggies  to 
cover  Romney  in  the  second  game, 
and  although  he  held  Romney  to 
somewhat  less  points  than  Woody 
had  scored  the  previous  night,  Allsop 
was  forced  to  abandon  his  usual 
scoring  tactics,  and,  as  a consequence, 
contributed  but  one  point 
Aggie  total. 

Captain  Russ  Magleby,  George 
Cooper  and  Romney  were  the  shining 
lights  for  the  Mormons  in  the  first 
game  while  Brinley  came  through 
with  a brilliant  second  half  perform- 
ance in  the  Saturday  game  after  be- 
ing held  on  the  bench  in  the  first 
half.  Jim  Hunter  was  a victim  of 
excessive  fouling  the  first  night  while 
Nelson  took  charge  of  the  center 
post  in  impressive  style  during  the 
first  helf  of  the  second  game. 

Both  teams  are  playing  double- 
headers  this  week-end,  the  Aggies 
playing  the  Utes  twice  in  Salt  Lake 
while  the  Cougars  will  travel  to  Boze- 
man to  do  battle  with  the  Montana 
State  Bobcats.

Larsen  Tells  What 

Makes  Good'  Art 


Art  is  in  the  midst  of  a revolution 
as  violent  as  that  of  Russia,”  said  B. 
F.  Larsen  in  a lecture  delivered  ir 
two  parts  on  Wednesday  and  Friday 
mornings  in  the  faculty  room.  The 
theme  discussed  was  “What  makes  a 
picture  a work  of  art.” 

“Most  people  choose  pictures  for 
the  literary  or  story  side  of  them, 
hence  the  popularity  of  such  pictures 
‘The  Country  Doctor’  and  the 
works  of  Rosa  Bonheur.  Others  have 
given  us  great  symphonies  in  paint, 
Rosa  Bonheur  has  merely  given 
photographs  of  animals.  The  three 
essentials  of  a work  of  art  are  the 
nature  motive,  the  personality  of  the 
artist,  and  the  material.  The  sin  of 
art  is  to  masquerade  one  material  as 
another.  A picture  is  a place  of  en- 
tertainment, it  must  furnish  unexpect- 
ed things,  familiar  things,  intense  in- 
terest, and  relaxation.  It  is  as  neces- 
sary to  select  the  principal  characters 
for  a picture  as  for  a play.  This 
necessitates  the  sacrifice  of  other 
characters.” 

Mr.  Larsen  stressed  the  importance 
of  creating  an  entrance  to  the  picture 
and  remarked  upon  the  slowness  of 
the  people  to  accept  the  new  or  un- 
usual. “When  it  comes  to  pictures, 
we  don’t  want  to  get  up  in  the  morn- 
ing, we  want  to  curl  up  in  the  soft
